No political party nor clique 
could control that government. 
At the end of each fiscal year 
the Lord Mayor resigns and a 
member of the opposing politi¬ 
cal party is elected to succeed 
him. Thus no group can build 
up a machine, the administra¬ 
tion changes every year, and 
about the only way in which 
rival politicians can compete is 
in the service they render to the 
municipality. Each party gets 
its innings, like a baseball 
team, and the glory goes to the 
one which scores most for the 
public. That, at least, is the 
theory. 

Is that a cockeyed theory? 
Most professional politicians 
would think so, especially those 
who long to get their noses in 


In Pasadena the other night 
I heard my friends, Louis and 
Esther Mertins of Redlands, 
tell of their tour of Europe and 
the Near East. 

One person Louis interviewed 
for two hours was President 
Naguib of Egypt, who, he 
thinks, is not a dictator because 
he is doing great things for 
education, irrigation, scientific 
farming and redistribution of 
land for the benefit of a people 
which has been terribly down¬ 
trodden since prehistoric times. 
Naguib has been pretty authori¬ 
tative in putting some needed 
reforms into effect, Louis 
thinks, but the constitution he 
wants would prevent him or 
anyone else from becoming a 
dictator. 

It was in England, though, 
that the travelers found the 
preventive for local dictator¬ 
ships. There are local dictator¬ 
ships, you know, sometimes 
even in small towns. 

Last year Lord Dunsany vis¬ 
ited the Mertins in Redlands, 
and when he found they did 
their own work he pitched in 
and helped wipe dishes, and 
such. 

Then he insisted that they 
visit him. So they were guests 
at Dunsany Castle, in Ireland, 
also at Lord Dunsany’s home 
in England, and His Lordship 
gave them an introduction to 
the Lord Mayor of Birmingham 
which caused the latter and his 
wife not only to receive them 


of international house may ac¬ 
count for the emphasis on lan¬ 
guages. Just while we were 
there there were, at one time 
or another, guests from Hol¬ 
land, Colombia, Portugal, Ger¬ 
many, England, France, Greece 
and Syria.

There was a widow lady 
there for a while who seemed 
a good prospect since she had 
money of her own—collected 
over a period of years from 
three (3!) husbands—but he 
decided that her age was 
against her. 

And the 'General' . . . 

Then there was the “Gener¬ 
al”—English—who was typi¬ 
cally British Military, I think, 
but who considered himself 
quite continental. Ie was 
rather a shock to me the first 
time he smiled because he has 
dimples and they alone of all 
his self seemed independent of 
his passion for order. They 
came and went quite as they 
pleased—and I liked them— 
but I don’t think he did! 

He, too, entertained thoughts 
of matrimony occasionally and 
had even gone so far as to get 
himself a lady friend whom he 
dined every night. 

He told hair-raising tales of 
his experiences in Africa and 
was given to such understate¬ 
ments as “it was a bit of a job” 
after I had blanched and gasp¬ 
ed and quivered during a half- 
hour recital of adventure.

hitchhikers, dropping a lighted 
match or cigarette. One can¬ 
not altogether blame them. 
These hazardous areas should 
have been closed during the 
dry season. We had months of 
drought. Better supervision of 
these areas, better inspection 
might have prevented this trag¬ 
edy. Fortunately, there were no 
small children in the area, no 
loss of life. 

We all know watersheds were 
burned as a result of the fire. 
We have heard that basins 
were filled with debris, and be¬ 
fore the fire. We hear rumors 
that property owners built 
structures to protect their own 
properties, with little or no re¬ 
gard for the welfare of their 
neighbors. 

Then came the rains, the 
flood. I do not want to believe 
the havoc wrought by same 
to our city and our individual 
properties was an “act of God.”

perior to others in certain re¬ 
spects and in other respects 
inferior. If we were all equal, 
no one would hire anybody else 
to do anything and we would 
all be living in a state of na¬ 
ture. 

Plato’s classic illustration of 
the fallacy of Mr. Shippey’s 
statement is the question of 
Socrates, which in substance 
is: when people want their 
shoes repaired, they g o to a 
shoemaker; when they are ill, 
they go to a doctor; why then, 
when they need someone to run 
their government (an operation 
requiring special knowledge 
and special skill), do they not 
go to a man trained and ex¬ 
perienced in that science? 

The whole purpose of politi¬ 
cal campaigns should be to bar 
all but the superior in political 
science from public office and 
too much time or money cannot 
be spent in doing this. After all, 
the campaign is not the candi¬ 
date’s. It is the public’s. If 
any considerable portion of the 
public will not seek out the 
information upon which to base 
their votes, then it must be 
taken to them by personal con¬ 
tact, by mail, by radio and tele¬ 
vision, and through the press. 

There is no reason why men 
and women qualified for pub¬ 
lic office cannot receive ade¬ 
quate support. The need for 
them is too great. 

Of the many non sequiturs 
(it does not folow) in Mr. Ship¬ 
pey’s column, the worst is his 
statement “if a man can’t live 
on $15,000 a year, he isn’t wise 
enough to be a congressman.” 
If a man who can live on $15,- 
00 0a year is wiser thsyi a man 
who can’t, then a man who can 
live on $500 a year must be 
wise indeed. Is Mr. Shippey 
advocating that we pay our 
congressmen nothing? 

When there is no future in 
a profession, why should one 
enter into it? No wonder young 
people do not train themselves 
for politics (the science of gov¬ 
ernment) when the goal is a 
two-year job paying $15,000 a 
year. As compared to the pay 
for positions of similar impor¬ 
tance in private life, $15,5000 is 
absurdly small. 

When the choice between bad 
government and good govern¬ 
ment, high taxes and reason¬ 
able taxes, and even war and 
peace lies with our represen¬ 
tatives, how can we afford to 
limit the field from which they 
are selected by offering poor 
security and pay lower than 
that currently paid in private 
life for positions of lesser re¬ 
sponsibility and importance?

THE SERMON ON THE MOUNT 
Rev. Robert N. Schaper 

The Sermon on the Mount is 
unquestionably the supreme 
ethic of the world’s history. 
Jesus gives to man the divine 
standards of the Kingdom of 
God. Yet how easy it is to mis¬ 
understand the import of this 
message b y misapplying it. 
Though the multitudes heard 
the sermon, Matthew clearly 
states that "he opened his 
mouth and taught them (His 
disciples.”) Jesus is not here 
telling men how to get into 
the kingdom of God, but He is 
describing how the citizens of 
God’s kingdom should act, 
what their offices are, and what 
their motives should be. 

This is shown in the very 
statement o f the Beatitudes. 
They are not commands or in¬ 
junctions, but a description of 
the blessedness, or happiness 
of His disciples who order 
their lives by Hig teaching. 
"Blessed are the poor in spirit, 
for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven.” Lowliness is always 
the starting point for holiness. 
“God resisteth the proud, but 
giveth grace to the humble.” 
To the one who recognizes his 
own inadequacy, his own igno¬ 
rance, his own absolute de¬ 
pendence on the grace of God, 
who thus “becomes as a little 
child,” the glories and beauties 
of God’s kingdom of grace are 
the immediate reward. 

The very simplicity of the 
Gospel, its demand of child-like 
faith and trusting obedience, 
these have been stumbling- 
blocks for many a person who 
felt that the kingdom of heav¬ 
en was for . the sophisticated, 
the intelligent, the cultured. 
Jesus said, "Blessed are the 
poor in spirit." His Cross is the 
best place to become aware of 
your own spiritual poverty and 
to make that Cross God’s 
great plus-sign to add to you 
the righteousness which you 
desire. It is at the Cross that 
we get the power to live the 
ethic of the Sermon on the 
Mount. 


Th^ perfection, abundance 
and substantiality of all that 
God has made is discussed in 
the lesson-sermon on “Sub¬ 
stance” to be read in all Chris¬ 
tian Science churches Sunday. 

The golden text is from 
Psalms (153:13): “Thy name, O

PART II 

Lent reminds us of PLUS fac¬ 
tor in our lives—Jesus Christ— 
beside which the MINUS factors 
become relatively insignificant. 
And so—in “Looking to Lent”— 
we must look at the Christ—the 
focus of our faith. In the com¬ 
ing weeks, therefore, looking to 
Easter, as we seek to add Christ 
to our hearts and so to our 
lives, let us be mindful of cer¬ 
tain prerequisites necessary for 
the fullest apprehension of the 
values of this Holy season.

Now a member of the Cal¬ 
tech faculty, Dr. Robertson then 
was on the faculty of Princeton 
University. In 1940, while at 
Princeton, he was engaged by 
the U. S. Army to study the 
efforts of bombing on building 
structures. He was sent to Eng¬ 
land in 1942. During 1943 he 
studied the British devices 
which were to be used for the 
invasion of France. 

In the latter part of the Ger¬ 
man aerial blitz, he said, in¬ 
struments were perfected which 
confused the German pilots. As 
a result, bombs intended for 
industrial centers were drop¬ 
ped in open countryside, thus 
increasing the danger of those 
who had fled the cities. 

Dr. Robertson is now engaged 
at Caltech in research for the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in Wash¬ 
ington.
